Corporations 
Show Profits 
Increase

NEW YORK (AP)—Three out ol 


!our of the nation's corporations 
are reporting increased profits 
even while the stock market fal- 
.ers. And cash dividends continue 
:o rise. 


Many of the companies are re- 


porting record net income, after 
.axes for 1059. Many others are 
showing marked increases over 
1958. 


The first 669 nonfinancial corpo- 


rations lo publish 1959 operations 
show the average gain over 1958 
is 19.3 per cent. Only in 1955 did 
profits take a bigger jump during 
the 50s. In that year they soared 
32 per cent over 1954. 


By contrast, 1958 earnings fell 


14.3 per cent behind 1957,
